I of Germany passed to the unknown, 
after having reached the age of over 90 
years. On his death, which took place 
he Dili of last March, bis son, who took 
the name of Frederick III, came to the 
throne, afflicted wilh an incurable dis- 
ease.

illle more than three months, his death, 
which occurred Friday morning, leaves 
thu destinies of the federated German 
itutea iu the bands of liis son, a young! 
.ml ambitiO'is mun, credited with a thirdt 
for military gl'jry aud a bitter aniinos- 
ty to France. 


Frederick III was the IIOIHJ of all lib- 


erty-loving Germans. 
His .career had 


been so brilliant and bis disposition ?o 
kindly tliiit he was affectionately denomi- 
nated by bis people, "Our Fritz." More 
than any of bis predecessors IIH believed 
in and trusted thu people. 
Ho tuok a 


broad, comprehensive survey of the im- 
mense responsibility resting upon him, 
and there is little doubt, had he lived to 
anywhere near the preen old age his 
father attained, the German people would 
have had ample reason to feel grateful 
for his interest in their welfare. 


His bravery had been fully tested on 


many a well fought field in defense of 
Iiis country, and he had won more vic- 
tories than any other Prince of his day.

'irustci's' Instructions. 


Not long ago the board of city trustees j 
i this citv passed what is known as the 
i 


ambling ordinance, which provides that 
ny saloon-keeper who shall allow uam- 
liiiK iu any form in his saloon t-hall lor- 
cithis liconso. It is not our purpose to 


cuss the wisdom oi this ordinance. It 
a law of this city, and as snuh it 


hould be enforced. 
The trustees have 


nder their control a city marshal and 
,vo 
policemen. 
This force, though 


mall, is supposed to enforce tho ordi- 
ances of the city.- "When the gambling 
rdinance became a law one or two sa- 
oon-kce]icrs respected it and 
made 


he necessary changes in their mode ot 
luing business, so us to avoid violating 
"telaw. It is a fact, however, known 
o more people than one, that there are 
L-veral saloons in tbisjcity which nightly 
lolate the provisions of tlm ordinance, 
md that without, any great effort at ron- 


salmunt. 
Ther« is another ordinance in this city 


vhich prohibits the hitching of horses 
.o shade trees or awning posts aud also 
provides a penalty for i>ersous leuviiii; 
heir hort-es unhitched. Uoth of these 
oidinam-es, or liotli of the provisions of 
.be one ordinance, whichever it may 1«, 
ire violated daily ami in the plain view 
if everybody, and yet we do not remem- 
ber of but one instance •wherein iin 
offender was brought up and punished.

A SERIOUS ACOIDKiST. 


John Dwyey Barely -Escapes Being 


Killed by His Team. 


John Dwyer, one of the old settler* of 


Fresno, who makes bie living by doing 
odd jobs of hauling about town, had a 
narrow escape from a horrible death 
Sunday. He had just crossed the rail- 
road track in his -wagon below; the 
Farmer's warehouse, when a freight 
train pulled up and the horses became 
frightened at the locomotive. The team 
made n quick jump and a turn cramping 
the wagon und turning it in a complete 
circle without, however, tipping it over. 
The sudden start ahd cramping of the 
wagon threw Mr. Dwyer violently to 
the ground, the fall rendering him in- 
sensible. 


A number of peisnnfi in frout of the 


Oglo house saw the accident and hast- 
ened 
to 
hia 
assistance. 
After

back to consciousness, Sir. Dwyer was 
placed in an express wagon and taken 
to his residence, near the corner of Afer- 
ced and B streets, where he laid for al- 
most an hour unconscious, despite the 
efforts of Dr. Yancy, who was immedi- 
ately summoned. Tlie physician made 
a careful examination of Mr. Dwyer's in- 
juries, and pronounced them to be in- 
ternal and of a very serious character. 
As ilr. Lwyer is upward of 50 years of 
age, he will doubtless be routined to his 
bed for a long time, should he recover at 
nil. Last night he was in considerable 
pain and resting uneasily.

Returning again to its old stam[>- 
ing-grouud on the Kmiawlm, McKinloy's 
regiment recuperated and reorgunSited, 
and a few weeks thereafter took part in 
that arduous, bloodv and memorable 
campaign in the Sheiiandoah, where 
Sheridan sent Karlv ".whirling up the 
valley," recaptured the great valley 
which was known as the "rebel granary," 
and broke forever the power of the con- 
federacy in that quarter. During this 
campaign the Twenty-third participated 
in the actions of Cabelltown, Afonocacy, 
Berryville, Opeqiiau and Cedar Creek, 
the two last being classed unions Uie 
great battles of tlie war and resulting in 
victories which shed imperishable renown 
upon the Union arms. In those battles 
the old corps fought manfully, sutiered 
heavily, and MuKinlav was always at 
his i>ost of duty, faithful, intrepid and 
enduring. Ho'served to the end of the 
war, having been promoted to staff po- 
sitions, and was honorohly discharged 
in the full oi 1S05 with the rank of cap- 
tain and brevet major.

A portion is left to dry 
upon the vines, first cutting through the 
stalk of each bunch. Thisraakes a com- 
mon grade. The beat grade is made by dip- 
ping the grapes into a hot lye made from 
wood ashes, or ashes of giants found on 
the seashore. This lye in filtered, and 
when of the specific gravity of 10 per 
cent, greater than water, is of proper 
strength. To every four gallons of thie 
lye are added one pint of olive oil and 
four ounces of salt. After dipping, the 
fruit is spread upon hurdles of wicker 
work and set to dry. In the interior, 
where there are no foftfi, and the nights 
as well as the days are hot, the hurdles 
are stacked to keep out the suu, but ad- 
mit of air passing over tbe fruit, and 
thus acquire the amber tint, so much 
desired in Sultana raiains.—California 
Fruit Grower.

over literature] have given attentive ears 
and open eyes to see the accounts of the 
writers of my realm, ffhom the kings, 
my predecessors, have employed. In ray 
regard for Nebo [god of learning] I have 
found these tablets. I have had them 
copied. I have signed my came, and 
have placed them in my palace," These 
tablets were put in the clmtge of nn 
officer whose title was man of tablets, the 
precisfl equivalent of our librarian. They 
were arranged 
in tlie 
library in a 


methodical way. 
Each book had a 


title, consisting, like those of papal bulls, 
of the first words, and in the case of a 
large work, extending over a large num- 
ber of tablets, each one was numbered, 
riiuu the areat encyclopedia began with 
;be words, "When the Gods Anu and 
:iu," at the end of each tablet came the 
words, "first" (or "second," "third," 
etc.) tablet of "When the Gods Anu and 
[In." There were catch wordi repeated, 
;he end of one tablet with the beginning 
of the next. 
Fragments of catalogues 


have been found and of directions for 
readers.- -Book News.

posal Urge quantities of this gas under 
pressure. In carrying out this idea in 
practice the ammonical solution is con- 
tained in a generator exposed to the uun's 
rays, which, heating the solution, cause 
the gas to be evolved under pressure 
and this is then led off to the cylinder of 
an engine. After doing its work here the 
gas is passed into a kind of condenser, 
where it meets with water taken from 
the generator through a worm sur- 
rounded by cold water, and in this way 
had had its temperature reduced, render- 
ing it capable of reabsorbing the gas ex- 
hausted from the cupue, after which the 
whole is pumped back in the generator 
to begin a fresh cycle.
